Wliat Would ;Slie Do With , Cuba 
and Would Conflict Spread 
to Europe? 



LoNDOK, March 11.— Tiie Statist to- 
day disGuaaes tlie financial aide of a pos- 
sible Spaniab-American war. After 
pointinKont tbe expence of hurriedly 
creating an American array and strenKth- 
enin^ the navy, it agrees that the Uni- 
ted Statea would eventually obtain con- 
trol of the sea, adding : "Then if Spain 
submitted the expenditures would rap- 
idly end, and tbe war might not coat 
very much." Continuing the Statist 
says : " But if Spain prolonged the con- 
test the United States would lind itself 
in an embarrassing position. The cre- 
ating of a large army to drive Spain out 
of Cuba would mean ti very considerable 
expense, and when accomplished, what 
would the United Statea do with Cuba? 

" Lastly, if Spain refused then to sub- 
mit, would America, after capturing the 
Spaniab West Ihdiee, extend the war to 
Europe? 

" The compass of Spanish credit might 
force her to peace', bat if Spain simply 
defaulted her debt and devoted the 
money she could raise in any way to 
protract the struggle, the coat to the 
United Statea would ceitainlv be very 
great," 

Dealing with Mr. Cannon's compari- 
son of the condition of the United States 
treaty with those of other countries, the 
Statist says : " He forgot that Rus-iia, a 
poorer countrv than the United States, 
has over $1.31,000,000 in gold devotable to 
war purposes. The large aurpliia in the 
United States treaaury ia due to Mr. 
Cleveiand'a gold loan and the aalo 
of the Union Pacific. Subtracting the 
gold reserve againat the greenbacks, only 
$26,000,000 is available. Therefore in 
view of the yearly deficit it aeema incred- 
ible that the aecretnry of the treasury 
will draw considerably on his cash bal- 
ance without freab taxation."

THE BOKDEBS OF BBAZIL. 

An Investigating; Committee Strongly Sus- 
pected of Instigating Revolution. 

London, March 10.— An authorized de- 
nial has been iaaued of the report from 
Rio de Janeiro aaying that Englishmen 
from British Guiana had invaded Bra- 
zilian territory on the Ilio Branco, for 
the purpose of instigating a revolution. 
It ia explained that the report arose 
from the fact that British colonial 
otiicials were sent into the disputed ter- 
ritory to investigate certain claims con- 
nected with the present boundary nego- 
tiations, but in order to prevent misap- 
prehenaiona they returned to British 
Gniana. It is added that an early 
settlement of the boundary queation is 
expected. -

Ottawa, March 11.— After an exciting 
Bitting of the house the bells rang at 
3:40 this morning for a division on tbe 
amendment moved by Mr. Borden. Pre- 
viously Messrs. Mclnnes and Casey, 
both Liberals, had moved that the gov- 
ernment Bhould call for tenders for 
building a railway from Observatory 
Inlet or Tealin Lake, the subsidy to be 
in cash. Both strongly opposed the ar- 
rangement with Mackenzie k Mann. 
The Speaker ruled this out of order as 
interfering with the prerogatives of tbe 
crown. Mr. Foster had, early in the 
day, made a strong criticism of the bill, 
and Sir Charles Tupper also spoke for 
two boura. On the amendment of Mr. 
Borden the yeas were G7, nays 119. Five 
Conservatives, Messrs. Costigan, 
Hughes, Hale, Blanchard and Bethuno, 
voted against the amendment; also 
Messrs. Mclnnes, Oliver, Casey and 
Rogers (Patron). Mr. Esrle voted for 
the amendment. 

On the motion for the second reading 
the vote was: Yeas 111, nays 72. Four 
Liberals, Messrs. Oliver, Rogers, Mc- 
lnnes and Erb voted against the second 
reading; and Messrs. Hughes and 
Bethune, Conservatives, voted with tbe 
government.

The discovery was 
made by a physician who received a note 
from Driscoll asking him to call at hia 
room, stating that his wife was dead and 
that he would be dead when found.

SIB CLAUDE MACDONALD 

The British Minister at Pekln Knighted for 

Recent Services. 

London, March 11. — Sir Claude Mas- 
well Macdonald, £. C. M. G., British 
minister at Pekln, has been created a 

Knight Champion of the Bath for recent 
services. Sir Claude JIacdonald, who 
was born in 1852, is a son of tbe late 
Major-General J. O. Macdonald. He 
was educated atUppingham, Sandhurst, 
and entered the 7'lth Highlanders in 
1872. Ten years later he had attained 
the rank ol major, lie served in the 
Egyptian war of 1SS2, and was men- 
tioned in tlie despatches. From 18S3 to 
1SS7 he was military attache at Cairo, and 
while in that capacity took part in the 
Suakim expedition of 18S1, In 1SS7 he 
was appointed acting agent and consul 
general at Zanzibar, and in the follow- 
ing year Her Majesty's commissioner on 
the West Coast of Africa. From 1S91 to 
180(1, when he was appointed Britiah 
minister at Pekin, he was commissioner 
and consul general for tbe Niger and 
Coast Protectorate, and consul for Fern- 
ando Po.

Two Men Wlin Were Indulging in 
High Life Arrested on 
Suspicion. 



E. H. Hassen, of Boston, a gueat at 
tbe Queen's hotel, waa robbed early yes- 
terday morning of if-!00 in cash, and late 
laat night Richard Halton and an associ- 
ate named Keraey were arrested on sus- 
picion of haviiif; committed tho deed. 

Mr. liassen arrived in the city a few 
days ago en route to Klondike. He had 
a large amount of cash with him and 
eeems to have been very careleaa with 
it. On Thursday niijht ho became in- 
toxicated and did not return to hia hotel 
until after midnight. Ho went into 
tho lavatory and fell asleep. When 
he waa wakened about an hour 
later and put to bed, it was discovered 
that $400 in caah waa missing from the 
inside of his •coat pocket. The matter 
waa at once reported to the police. 

During the time that Hassen had 
been lying asleep in the lavftt^ry Dalton 
and Kersey, wlio were not guests of the 
hotel, were noticed Koing in and coming 
out of there, and consequently sus- 
picion fell upon them. 

Detective Perdue while investigating 
the case discovered that Dalton and 
Keraey had been indulging in high life 
during the early hours of yeaterday 
morning. They Lad viaited the diflerent 
variety ahow houses and sjient money 
freely on champagne. In all the 
detective traced aix :fl'0 bills which the 
pair had changed, and all of these wore 
American bills, such aa Hassen liad 
lost. One of the proprietors questioned 
Dalton as to where he had got, so much 
money and waa answered by Kersey, 
wlio said: "Oh, I gave it to him.' I 
smuccle whisky into Alaska and make 
lots of money." Dalton said at another 
place that he had won the money play- 
ing black jack. Neither story proved 
plausible, as Kersey was known the 
afternoon before to have very little 
money, and so wae Dalton. The latter, 
in fact, had applied to a friend for the 
loan of 50 cents.

When tho arrest waa made Dalton 
was found to have .*100 on hia person.

While being robbed, Hassen had about 
$200 in another pocket, which waa not 
taken from him.

rotiference Favored With the 
City Council to Eeconcile Uif- 
fereuees of tJpinion. 



There were several interesting sub 
jecta discnased at theechool board meet 
ing last night, the most important being 
a report by City Superintendent Eaton 
auggeating that grading in each particu^ 
lar school ahould be dealt with accord 
ing to the peculiar circomBtances and 
conditions and not by a set of arbitrary 
standards as at present. The report 

"^^""^Permit me to recommend that the 
resolution of your board requiring that 
promotion examination should be ' abso- 
lutely identical and uniform ' for GOrre- 
aponding divisions in all the schools be 
rescinded. The eltVct of such action 
would bo to leave tlie matter of grading 
where the regulations of the department 
leave it-i.e., in the hands of the princi- 
pals and their assistanta in their respect- 
ive schools. My reasons for ao recom- 
mending are briefly as follows: 

" The resolution in queation was 
adopted .primarily to remedy an uueatia- 
factory condition that at that time ob- 
tained in one of your Bchoola, and, in 
fact, 1 presume, es the readieat means, 
then at hand, for estimating the relative 
efliciency of the various teachers. The 
conditions are now, however, materially 
diflerent. All ol our school? »re fajrly 
well organized, and you have an' Officer 
whoso special function itia to guarantee 
tho character of tlie work done in every 
clasa-room. 1 am of opinion, moreover, 
that the procesa of grading in each par- 
ticular school should be determined by 
its own peculiar circumstances and con- 
ditions and niU by a set of arbitrary 
atandarda that iRnoro an inevitable di- 
versity in those conditiona. 

" If it were possible, aa the present 
system of uniform promotion oxamina- 
tiona conteraplatee, to keep classes in 
different parts of the city marching along j 
with equal step from year to year, it ' 
would servo no eood purpose to do so. 
On the contrary i"t ia not uniformity, but 
individuality that, ahould constitute the 
aim of all o,ur school contrivances, and 
in proportion as we strive after the 
former we arrest the development of the 
latter. After all, it is only a uniformity 
in percentages and not in the mental 
product that can be effected at best. It 
ia the businesa of a perfect machine to 
torn out a uniform product; but such ia 
not tho function of the school. The 
regulation in queation by so much gives 
the character oi a machine to our organ- 
ized BChool work, and to a aerioua extent 
has tended to tbe aubatitution of de- 
liberate and peraiatent cramming for the 
terminal examinationa in the place of 
rational teaching, 

" If, ladies and gentlemen, the reasons 
I have suKgested for the rescisaion of tho 
resolution referred to aeem of auflicient 
weight to warrant you in at once adopt- 
ing my recommendation I shall gladly 
hold myself responsible for a material 
improvement, in consequence, in the 
character of the work done in not a few 
of vour class rooma." 

Tauleo Marchant said the trouble 
presented itself in not having uniform 
grading, that if pupil left one part of 
the city and went to reside in another 
school district there might bo difficul- 
ties. He thought that the aarae limit 
table should be used in all the scboolB, 
Though perhaps competitive teaching 
had its evila, laxity of ayatem might also 
have ita disadvantages. 

Sapt. Eaton thought Truotee March- 
ant misinterpioted the auggeation. Ho 
did not ask that all examinations be 
done away with and each school go ita 
own way. What he did mean waa that 
tbe aame extct questions should not be 
act for every achool, but that the exami- 
nations be arranged by the principal and 
Etafl'of each school according to the par- 
ticular conditions of each claaa. 

Trustee Belyea was against machine 
education, and if he liad known such a 
resolution exiated aa mentioned oy 
Superintendent lOaton, he would have 
moved for its removal long ago. I'ro- 
inotion had for its object the grading of 
the pupils to tho beat advantage accord- 
ing to the conditiona of each particular 
school. He did not believe in cast iron 
uniformity for all the achoola — it would 
be much better to have individuality. 

Trustee Hall, as the matter was of 
great importance, moved that the report 
lie on tbe table for further considera- 
tion. 

Thia motion waa carried. 

The proposal to pay the pupil teachers 
and provide aomo means whereby the 
Superintendent could give them special 
inatruction caused a good deal of discus- 
aion. 

Tiuatee Belyea did not believe in hav- 
ing pupil teachers at all, bat thought 
that only eflicient teachera be employed. 

Truatee Hall agreed witli thia. 

Trustees Marchant and Mrs. Jenkins 
believed in giving Victoria boys and 
girla a chance, and that the suggestion 
that the city superintendent should give 
them special instruction was a good one. 
Truatee Marchant moved therefore. that 
pupil teachers bo paid $0 a month. 

Truatee McMicking was in favor of 
waiting until the deadlock as to eati- 
matcs waa settled before deciding the 
question, and atiggcsted the whole mat- 
ter be left over till next meeting. 

Trustee Belyea, to bring tho matter 
squarely to n lieiul, moved the following 
amendment, which would make the 
board decid'3 at once whether they would 
do away at once witii the pupil teacher 
system. Thia amendment was that the 
hoard employ a competent teacher whoao 
services could bo available ns a substi- 
tute in such achoola as the board mav 
on the advice of the superintendent di- 
rect. "•" ■ 



Trustee Marchant opposed the reso- 
lution on the ground that in the absence 
of a Normal Bohool something had to be 
done to train teachers. Tbe motion 
would take away every opportunity for 
British Columbia boys and girls to be- 
come teachera. 

Truatee Hall did not see that tho board 
should make training achoola for teach- 
ers ont of the public schools. 

Trustee Mrs. Jenkins supported Trus- 
tee Marcbant'a reaolution. 

Chairman Hayward did not think the 
amendment waa in order. 

Thereupon Trustee Belyea appealed 
from the decision of the chair, and upon 
the question being put the chair waa 
suRtained. " ' v . 

Trustee Marchant's motion was loat, 
and the report was then laid over again.- 
Tbe alterations and repairs committee 
was authorized to outfit tbe secretary's 
oflice in the city liall at a cost not to ex- 
ceed $150. 

Trustee McMicking seconded by Trus- 
tee Belyen, moved that the government 
be waited upon with the view to the 
early establishment of -a normal school 
in thia city. 

Both mover and seconder apoke in 
favor of the motion, and thought it ad- 
viaable to see whether the government 
intended to do something in the direc- 
tion indicated thia year. 

Trustee Marchant moved tho resolu- 
tion of which be had already given 
notice, to ask the government to estab- 
lish a university, to take the form at 
present of a degree conferring body. 
Trustee Hall seconded this. 
Trustee Belyea thought the motion 
was about fifty years ahead of time. It 
would bo the laughing atock of the whole 
country aa long aa there waa no estab- 
lishment here that could qualify persona 
t) take degrees. 

Trustee Marchant did not see what 
harm could be done by bringing the 
matter before tho government, anti upon 
the question being i)ut the resolution 
carried. 

MiSB Agnes Deans Cameron, principal 
of South Park achool, sent in another re- 
<iueat for an additional teacher in the 
South Park school, urging thia on the 
score of the overcrowded condition oi the 
achool. 

Truatee Marchant felt that at present 
the board could not inoreaae tbe Btaff of 
tbe school in view of tbe peculiar state 
of the estimates, and also aa it was not 
advisable to add a teacher in the middle 
of the term. He moved accordingly and 
the resolution waa carried. 

Among the requests for suppliea for 
the school was one from Principal 
Gilliea of the Central achool for a map 
of tbe Dark Continent, some black ink 
and a black board. 

The various requests were referred to 
the Bupply committee. 

A letter from the Mayor suggested, 
with reference to the difference of 
opinion existing between the Council 
and school trustees regarding the school 
estimates, that the trustees might as 
Boo^ as possible take action to enforce 
theQ-> demand as against the council, 
riie'council would consent to a submia- 
sion, to the Supreme court, of the quea- 
tion between tlie board and the council. 
If in favor of the city, then the trustees 
might apply to tho legislature for auch 
amendment of the law as may be neces- 
sary to enable further sums for school 
purposes to be raised outside of the 
amount furnished by the per capita al- 
lowance anci the special tax for school 
purposes. The council's legal advisers 
had stated the matter could be determin- 
ed by the courts within a week, and 
practically without expense. 

A letter on the same subject from 
Messrs. Yatea <& Jay, the boards legal 
advisers, stated that they did not see any 
reason why tbe board ahould ifacede from 
the position it bad taken. It waa not 
for the board to apply to court. If the 
city refused to pay any accounta duly 
authorized by the board, tho board's 
creditora could aecuro judgment against 
the city. If it was tho desire to let the 
board have full control of the school 
funds in tho city thia could easily be 
attained by a friendly interview between 
the board and the city council whereby 
the necessary changea in the achool and 
municipal acta might be decided on, and 
then application could be made to the 
legislature to have tho acta so amenned. 

Trustee Belyea waa of opinion that the 
auggestion made by Messra. Yatea it Jay 
tor a conference with the council be 
arranged. 

Trustee Marchant was in ayrapathy 
with the motion, but lie would go 
further, and if tlie conference came to 
naught, ho would sugg' -t that the Min- 
ister of J'^ducation be seen to have the 
act amended ao aa to have the powers of 
the two bodiea distinctly aeparated. 

Trustee McMicking favored the con- 
ference, and Trustee Belyea's motion 
was carried. 

From Capt. Grant and Trustee Mrs. 
Grant was received a letter thanking 
the board for its sympathy in their be- 
reavement. 

Trustee Mrs. Grant reported that the 
eupply committee to whom had been 
referred the queation of • books of refer- 
ence had come to the conclusion that 
Chambers' Encyclopedia and the British 
Columbia Year Book would be tho beat. 
The difhculty was that Chambers waa 
perhnpa too costly. The Year Book, 
however, would be within the means of 
tho board. 

The purchase of Year Books waa de- 
cided upon. 

The reports of attendance for the 
month of February showed: Average 
daily attendance, 2,013.02; average ac 
tual attendance, 1,088.41; pupils actual- 
ly attending, 2,268 ; average per pupil, 
•16.93. ■

TITE ATTACK 02V MESSRS. 

EARLK AND PRIOR. 

\Ve do not know that such articles as 
Ii we appeared in the last tiro ieaaea of 
tbe Victoria Times in regard to jVIeBsra. 
Earle and Prior call for serious treat- 
ment, yet so groaely unjust and eo dis- 
grace nl were they to the paper in which 
they appeared— that is if anytliinj? can 
disgrace a paper that has fallen lo eo 
low a level aa the Tituea — and eo insult- 
ing to the public, that perhaps it ie vreU 
to deal viith them at some little lengtii. 

In the first place, it can only be re- 
garded a? an iasnlt to the people of Vic- 
toriii that a newspaper, claiiuicg re- 
spectability, and henco admitted lo re- 
spectable buaiiieaa and family circleg, 
should iudiils^e in cttacks of euoh a na- 
ture. MeasTH. Earle and Prior, what- 
ever they may not be, are certainly pcn- 
tlemen oi good standing in this 
commanityi which has obosen thein 
on more than one occaaion aa 
ita repreaentativea ie parliament. 
They have excellent buBinees 
and social position. They have boats o: 
personal friends. They have few, if 
any, peraonal opponenta. To attack 
such men with coarse vituperation and 
vulgar invective ia to . merit the con- 
tempt of the wliole community. To 
take advantage of ita circalation to 
thrust audi coarsenesa and vulgarity 
upon the public ought, and we 'believo 
will, place the guilty paper beyond the 
recognition of decently disposed people. 
We regret that any paper, occupying a 
quasi representative position in' British 
Columbia, should have exhil>ited ao 
utter a disregard of the ordinary ameni- 
ties of enlightened communities. Tliat 
the paper whicli has done this ia under 
the control of Senator Teiapletnan, 
adds to the enormity of ita ofTence. 
.If there ia a man in public 
life in this province who has been 
treated with marked consideration by 
the press it is Senator Tem pieman, and, 
while we do not hold him personally re- 
sponsible for thia attack upon hia col- 
leagaes in Britiah Columbia's representa- 
tion, we can only express our very great 
surprise that he has not impressed upon 
those who are directly chargeable with 
thia latest indecency how desirable it is 
in Ilia per.sonal intereot, not to say in the 
public intereat alone, that thia Billings- 
gate journalism, thia vulgar, unjust and 
diacreditable method of attacking public 
men, should not be continued. 

We do not find ourselves able to agree 
with Measra. I'liirle and Prior in their 
action on the .Stikino-Tealin railway bill, 
and believe tlioy have not correctly 
voiced the views of Iheir coneiitnenta or 
taken the line of action which would 
have been to the greatest intereat of the 
province; but in saying thia it iaiair to 
add that they are both gentlemen of 
Ijtrge bnainess connections here, and 
very mucli more concerned tlian moat of 
their fellow towniimeu in seeing euch a 
policy adopted aa will most fipeedily 
open up the northern gold (lelda. AVe 
think that they have made a mistake to 
throw their influence against the meas- 
ure; but that in doing ao they have been 
actuated for one moment by any but 
iionorable motives, no one in Victoria 
whose oi)inion ia worth a raoineut'a con- 
Bideralion, will for an instant question. 

In regard to the action of these gentlo- 
jiion in abaenting themselves from a 
part of the session of parliament, we be- 
lieve no reasonable person will bo dis- 
posed to raise tbe slightest objection, 
Members from the Eastern provinces 



amplp, there were eleven pairs on the 
Stiiine-Tealin vote, representiiig twenty- 
two membere. Seeing th'atiVia regard- 
ed as quite proper for Eastern membera 
to remain away from parliament be- 
cause of important private interests nt 
stake, we cannot see why the same 
privilege should not be extended to our 
representativeB, especially in times like 
the present, when every Victoria 
btaaineas man ought to be 
able to give bia affairs his 
own close supervision. The present 
occasion is one that ia hardly likely to 
be repeated in the lifetime of this gener- 
ation, and the people of Victoria do not 
desire Mesara. Earle and Prior to aacri- 
QcB their private intereata ao fully aa 
they would have to do If they devoted 
themeelves to a six months' session of 
parliament. They are quite willing that 
these gentlemen, who have gone through 
five or six lean buaincaa ycare, should 
take a part of the seaaion for the super- 
vision of the very large commercial con- 
cerns with which they are amociated. 

AIDING THE FARMERS. 



Jlr. Munroo Bliller favora the Colonist 
with bis viewB upon what the farmers 
need. His BiigKCstion, thotigh not oriti 
mil, will attract conaiderable attention 
AVo think it is open to an insurmountable 
objection— namely, that it would com- 
pletely revolationizi businsea conditions. 
If a measure of that nature al^ould be in- 
troduced into the present legislature we 
liave no doubt that Mr. Kellie would 
move to add the word " miuera" after 
farmers, and Dr. Walkem would liavo his 
additional proposition to add "doctora " 
ready to cap the suggestion of the vibra- 
tory member from Kootenay. And in- 
deed we cannot eee why, if it ia right to 
warehouse farmers' crops and advance 
them a per centage on ita value to enable 
them to hold for a rise, it would not be 
equally right to warehouse the lumber- 
man's lumber and the miner's silver. 
The idea under conBideratioa was very 
popular for a time with the Fopulista in 
some of the atatea of the Union, but has 
generally been rejected aa impracti- 
cable. 

A auggestion baa been made that the 
government might erect a cold storage 
plant Eoiuewhere on ihe mainlaud, 
taking meats and peiiahable goods from 
farmera and giving them receipta for the 
same, which receipts would be tranefer- 
rable. If this were done, a farmer could 
place in cold storage in, say November, 
a carcase of beef, for which he would re- 
ceive a receipt entitling him to receive on 
demand aa many pounds of beef aa he 
left in storage. Thia he could sell at 
once to anyone who wished to buy, or he 
could bold it until the price went up, in 
which case he would make the amount 
of the rise, less the charge for storage, 
The same plan would hold good in re- 
gard to butter, eggs and fruit. Un- 
doubtedly cold storage receipts would 
sell readily to dealers in meats and other 
linea of produce, and poaaibiy sucll' an 
arrangement aa is above outlined, or 
some modification of it, could be buc- 
cesafully carried out. 

We are inclined to tljink that the 
greatest benefit that can be conferred 
upon the farmers through the medium 
of legialation will reanlt from the estab- 
lishment of inetitutiona where they 
can get what money they may require 
in a bnsinesa way, from time to time, 
without having to pay heavy interest or 
mortgage their proi)erty. Jf a plan of j terda 
thia kind can bo perfected, it wi 



some objection to the latter part of the 
proposal, because to compel loaded teams 
to go the extra distance in order to get 
from the wharf to the wholesale houses 
on Wharf street would seem a little un- 
reaeonable, but the new street would be 
much used by light vehicles and would 
ereatly add to the value of the property 
which it would open up. ' ' ' '" 

We also submit that it would be well 
for the city conncil to improve Bircdage 
VValfe'and Superior street so aa to make 
these streets suitable for heavy trafHc 
from the outer .wharf, and thus keep 
drays and loaded vehicles ofT Belleville 
street, which could then be attractively 
boulevarded. 

It would not be advisable, in case 
Douglas street is extended, to build 
a new bridge, but the roadway should 
bs built up from the bottom. 
Indeed it is time steps were 
taken to provide for the fillioi; 
up of the whole of James Bay. If the 
Sorby harbor plan ia adopted this will 
be done without expense to the taxpay- 
ers, but if nothing comes oi that project 
we suggest that steps ought to be taken 
to reclaim the whole of the land east of 
the present bridge.

vast amount of good. Tlio ide:i, of 
course, is not to provide ways and means 
whereby the man who ia hard up can 
get money to live upon or to help him out 
of bad bargains ; but to aid in a busi- 
nesa way the man w^o ia carrying on 
farming in a business way. 

We believe that euch a plan aa this 
i would be advantageous not only directly, 
but indirectly, by inducing better buai- 
uesa methods among farmers ; and it 
cannot be denied that they need these, 
in most cases, even more than they need 
cheap money. The weak point in the 
agriculture of moat countries is that 
few men count the cost of what 
they are doing or study to make the 
moat of the means at their disposal. In 
bow many eases do wo find men, who 
have spent money and labor on clearing 
land, permit portions of it to lie idle, 
whicli is about aa wise a thing to do as 
it would be for a mercliant to iuveat a 
lot of hia money in goods that lie knew 
he could not sell, or a manufacturer to 
tie up a part of hia capital in machinery 
that he could not use? In bow many 
cases do we find men keeping poor cattle 
at as grsat a cost as good ones, maklne 
poor butter at as much expense as good 
butter; marketing their crops in a 
careless way, wasting time and trouble 
in raiaing little lota ol produce which 
doea not aell for enough to pay for the 
trouble of marketing? When farmera 
are enabled to get money in a bualnesB 
way to use in a businesa way, they will 
watch points like these more sharply 
and will be the more proaperoaa in con- 
aeqaence.

THE LESSON OF EXPEEIENCE. 

American Klondlkers Tell Why They Pr«- 
fer to Outfit In Victoria. 

" Persuaded by what we had read in 
the Fast," said Mr. Tnomas Sutherland, 
who is one of a party of six from Deca- 
tur County, Iowa, en route to Klondike, 
"we went to Seattle to outfit. We 
looked the city over thoroughly, and 
concluded that we had wasted our time. 
We came to Victoria and our concln- 
siona were justified." 

" What particular advantase dp you 
see in Victoria aa an outfitting point?" 
asked a Colonist reporter. 

"There are many advantages," re- 
plied Mr. Sutherland. "In the first 
place, there are bo many thlnga auggest- 
od to a Klondiker in Seattle that if he 
were to purchase all he would need a 
couple of box cars to carry them. It 
takes an expert to pick the genuine stufT 
out of the great mass of oliani that is 
ofl'ered. In Victoria the merchants ofler 
nothing for sale but what is eubatantml. 
Besides this, Victoria, merchants sell 
just as cheap, if not cheaper." 

Ml'. Sutherland and his party, in- 
cluding J. Johnson, jr., Greer Springer, 
J. H. Sylvester, W. S. Chandler and J. 
A. Bullock aia staying at the Dominion. 
They leave for the North next Tuesday. 

Another party from the States who 
have passed Seattle by are J. B. Foster, 
J. A. Dwyer, Bedding Oal., J. C. Hill- 
houae, Julius Sauza, Red BluS, Gal. 
These gentlemen are aleo outfit^ng in 
Victoria. 

Three other gold haatera, also regis- 
tered at the Dominion are Jaa. F. 
Smith, Jas. Adams and Wm. Halcomb, 
residents of Seattle. They came to Vic- 
toria a few days ago, looked over the 
situation, and easily decided that it 
would be a financial mistake to outfit in 
their own city.

Though not partaking of a state charac- 
ter, the funeral of the late Chief Justice 
yesterday was a public one, large and 
representative of all classes, official and 
private. It was a fitting tribute to the 
memory of a man ^vho had done much 
for Victoria and one who had in his life 
time taken a very loading part in pro- 
vincial alHiire, while attaining to the 
high and honorable position of Chief 
Justice of British Columbia. Though 
the Chief Justice was during his life 
singularly averse fo anything in the 
form of show or pomp, yet it was thought 
that it would not be fitting to allow his 
funeral to be altogetherdevoidof a public 
character, and so yesterday this was 
carried out. 

At hall-past ten o'clock the procession 
b^an to form in front of the house of 
Mrs. A. E. B. Davie on the Gorge road, 
Superintendent Hnasey , of the provincial 
police, and Chief Sheppard of the city 
force, acting as marahals. There was a 
very large gathering, representative of 
thevariouB public bodies, and hundreds 
of private citizens assembled to pay the 
last houors to the dead. 

Before eleven o'clock a short service 
was held in the house by Eev. Fathers 
Nicolaye and Van Novel, and then the 
coflin was carried to the hearae, and the 
procession formed. The Fifth Regiment 
band, preceded by a squad of police, 
headed the procession. Then came the 
Young Men's Institute and the Pioneer 
Societies in front of the hearse, while 
in the procession were Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Mclnnes, naval otUcers represent- 
ing the admiral, members of the legisla- 
ture, bench and bar, the Mayor and 
aldermen, the board of trade, the school 
board and other poblic bodies— with a 
great gather^g of the public. 

As the cortege proceeded down Gov- 
ernment street, the Streets along the 
route were fairly lined with people, the 
b.\nd playing funeral marches and the 
bells tolling sadly as the funeral passed. 

The immense interior of the Roman 
Catholic cathedral was crowded to the 
doors during the funeral service. The 
coffin, covered with a mass of flowers, 
stood at the head of the middle aisle 
facing the grand altar, and with lighted 
candles at the head and foot. The pall- 
bearers were the judges and the mem- 
bers of the cabinet, all of whom had 
been colleagues of the late Chief Jus- 
tice. They were: The Premier Hon. 
J. U. Turner, Hon. D. M. Eberts, Hon. 
Col. Baker, Hon. G. B. Martin, Hon. C. 
K. Pooley, Sir Henry P. P. Crease, Hon. 
Mr. McCreight, Mr. Justice Walkem, 
Mr. Justice Drake and Mr. Justice 
Irving. 

Saddest sight of all was that of the 
two youngest boys of the dead man, lit- 
tle orphans, walking behind the coflin 
of their father, and almost too young to 
realize the full nature of tne scene and 
ceremony in which they were partici- 
pants. 

The clergy who ofliciated were tather 
Nicolaye, celebrant; Father Ileynan, 
deacon; Father AVhelan, sub-deacon; 
Father Morgan, assistant priest; and 
Father Van NeVel, master of cere- 
monies. The Gregorian Requiom High 
Mass was that with music Harmonized 
by the late Bishop Lootens, and to- 
wards the end the beautiful "Pie 
Jesufl " bv Gounod, was sung by Miss 
Lombard^ with sympathetic and feeling 
"•'o^^e. 9 „ J 

The Lieutenant-Governor, United 
States Consul .Smith, merabera of the 
legielature and oHicors of the Navy, 
lioyal Kngineora, Royal Marine Artillery 
and Fifth Rsi;iment with Lieut. -Colonel 
I'oters, D.OC, occupied pews near the 
front of the centre of the church behind 
the pallbearers and chief mourners. 

At the close of the mass. Father 
Laterme gave the funeral oration, speak- 
ing in -sympathetic terms of the dead 
rnan.

Ho had applied hia talents faithfully, 
ho had loved his children tenderly and 
had given them a good example. He 
hiul been a good Christian, and when he 
know his days were numbered he had 
bowed to tho call and prepared with 
prayer and miditation to meet his 
Maker.

battle ot Najasa, February 21-24 
ddtaila of the battle show that while the 
Cubans were outnumbered four to one, 

for four days they held their position 
and cauat'd the Spanish troopa to re- 
treat, leaving 200 dead men upon the 
field. 

The messenKer who brought the offi- 
cial news also brought a cony of a Span- 
ish paper admitting the return of the 
Spanish soldiers, hut asBertim; that the 
four days' f;i;hting resulted in a victory 
for Spain. 

On Fuhruary 18, General Simiiiel Cns- 
tellanos left the (iity of Puerto Principe 
with 4,000 Spanish soldiers. In addition 
to three equadrou of cavalry, tlio Span- 
iards had two small Krupp field pieces. 
Three days previoua Oastellanos was 
told that the Cuban stronghold in the 
hills of Najaaa was not well protected 
ai<d could be taken. Najasa ia situated 
ou a plateau leas than forty miles from 
the city of Puerto Principe. It ia the 
Cuban base of supplies for Puerto Prin- 
cipe province, and is used as a hospital 
station and aeveral attempta have been 
made to take it in the pa^'t. Giving to 
its natural udvantaiiea, 1,000 men, it ia 
aaid, can hold it asiainat ten timea that 
number. Tlie road leadint: to it is bad 
and ofldra ambush and protection in case 
of attack. 

On the morning of I'ebruary 21, while 
more than ten miles from Naj ieaa, tho 
vanguard of tho Spanish army, com- 
posed of guerrillas, under Lieutenant 
Perojo, waa attacked at a turn in the 
road. The Cuban cavalry, under Brig- 
adier-General liranlio I'ena, numbered 
70 men. The vanguard comprised 50 
men. Of the 60, three escaped and -17 
were killed. The Cubans lost 14 men. 
TheSpaniah cavalry, under Major Conaz, 
waa attacked by the full Cuban cavalry, 
500 atrong. The lose in the charge by 
the Cubans waa sliKbt. Tho men under 
Copaz were' defeated without firinK a 
shot, the Cubans cbart;ing them from 
the front and rear. The men were liter- 
ally cut to pieces. They defended them- 

' selves with tlie butts of their carbine:. 

I Tho Cubans eei:ured SO cavalry horses, 
with e(]uiument8 ; 100 carbinea and am- 
munition. After tho cavalry rout they 

[ were f jrced to retreat, as the Spanish 
army, 1,000 strong, came into action. 

I Ilelreating for more than a mile, the 
Cubans made a stand behind rocks and 

' checked the advance of Castellano's 
troopa until nightfall. In the nigbt tho 

, Cabana' wounded were aent to the rear 

I and earthworks thrown up that would 

1 each protect h If a dozen rebels. Troops 
were moved to higher ground and every- 
thing poaaible done to make fortilica- 
t ins. The battle of the tecond day 

, opened with an attempt by thoSpaninros 

' to take a knob of erouud holuiut; 20 mof. 
After aeveral inell'eetual attempts one 
of the Krupp guna were need, and the 
position waa abandoned for one higher. 
During the shelling of the small fortifi- 
cations the Cubans twice caused the 
piece to ba withdrawn out of rifle range. 
There waa no attempt made to advance 
by the Spaniards on the 22nd. They 
kept up a continuous fjre,ahootini: who'e 
volleys whenever a Cuban abowed his 
bead. 

Twice on the third day General Caate!« 
lanos made an attempt to advance. On 
both occaslona hia troopa were driven 
back. Ou the 24th, the fourth day of 
the fiBht, he suffered a loss of more than 
100 killed and wounded, leaving his dead 
upon tne field. They retreated to Puerto 
Principe and announced that they had 
defeated a force of 3,000 Cubans. 

The dead were buried by General 
Ileicioa' troops. His own losa was 78 
killed and mora than 100 wouudcd. Ma- 
jor Copaz, commander of tlie Spanish 
cavalry, waa court-martialed after the 
first day's fight for cowardice. The 
Spanish ofBcial reports state they fired 
05,270 Mauser bullets and ;i3 shells in 
tour days. The shooting of the Spanish 
artillery, according to the Unbans, was 
always wild. No ehell fired, according 
to them, went anywhere near tho mark. 

By the same messenger was brought 
General Reicio's reports, came the 
story of a onanisli outrage upon a paci- 
fico, Debio Petr.ncourt. 

Betanconrt was sick in bed on his 
jilantation and was attacked by a .Span- 
ish colnnin under Pedro Gonzales. IJe 
was attended by two of his dmighters, 15 
and 17 yeara of aire respeirtively . After 
the Roliliera murdered the father, the 
elder girl was subjected to i;jdi,'nitii s 
wliich led to her death. Tho younger 
girl attempted to escape. She v a i 
caught. Her struKglea provoked a 
Spanish soldier, who severed her left 
leu near the knee with a stioke of his 
machete. The girl was left to die where 
she fell. 

The newa of Betancourt's death was 
annoancod in Havana and aa a great 
victory by the Weyler organ.

To THE Editok:— Every newspaper we 
take tip- tells tie of fresh travellers to the 
Klondike. Allow me to tell your readers 
of the Victorian Order ot Nuraea Klon- 
dike Expedition. 

Those who have read lettera irom 
pioneers who have gone into the coun- 
try afad especially any who have noted 
letters from the missionaries who were 
sent forward, will remember the ein- 
phasiB laid upon the aiilleringa of thoae 
who have been overtaken by accident or 
illness or frost-bite. Under these cir- 
immBtanceB the hardflhipa which press 
heavily enoua;h on travellera in perfect 
health'must become terrible indeed 5 and 
heavy must be the hearts of those whose 
friends and relatives are amongst the 
adventurers who are Beeking their for- 
tunes in these iuhoapitable regions. 
And let alone the ordinary chances of 
sickncee, wa need retlect but Utile be- 
fore we realixe how great luuat ho the 
danger from epidemics and fevers dur- 
ing the briti intense Bummer in a dis- 
trict where no sanitary arrangements 
ex;ist, where swamps abound and where 
crowds are pressing in day by day. 

The work of the Victorian Order is but 
in ita infancy, and it needs all its re- 
Bources at the present time for 
the work of its training homes 
now being Btarted at Ottawa, 
Montreal, Toronto, Halifax and else- 
where. But the provisional committee 
felt that it could not remain deif to a 
call such aa this for help, and decidsd 
that the order must prove at once its 
national character and ita worthinesa of 
the name it bears by sending a contin- 
gent of Victorian Nurses to the Yukon 
to work under the direction of the med- 
ical men there, f^our fully trained efii- 
cientCanadian nuraea of experience will, 
therefore, be ready to start for their ar- 
daouH post by the end of March or soon- 
er, if we receive BUtficient special contri- 
butions to equip them. 

The'government are affording ua all 
poaaible facilities and assistance and the 
nurses will be under the special protect 
tion of the Northwest Mounted I'olice 
But it la estimated that the oatfit, the 
year's provisions and the medical appli 
ancea for each nurse will not come to 
less than a thousand dollarB for each 
And then we must guarantee their sal 
ariea, althoueh we fully believe that the 
patients will be willing to give ample re- 
muneration for the nareea services and 
that, once on the spot, the Victorian Or- 
der will not lack for means for prosecut- 
ing and developing ita work. 

Those devoted women fear not to face 
the perils and privations which tiie'r 
mission must neceesarily impo.se on 
them. On the contrary, they rejoice at 
such an opportunity being aflbrded so 
soon to the Victorian Order to ehow 
what Durees may do for Buffering hu 
manity under the moat adverse circum 
stances. And aa they are prepared to 
go forth in thla Bpliit we fear not to aend 
them, and we are confident that we 
shall not appeal in vain to their coun- 
trymen and countrywomen to supply 
the A'ictorian Order with adequate 
meana toequip them fully.

Aa to faikup, I can 
not see where it cornea in ; the formal 
inquiry waa not of my seeking; I simply 
attended it at the request of the comniis- 
aioners. What I desired was to bring 
certain matters to the notice of the pub 
lie, and in this I have, by your kind help, 
succeeded. The proceedings at a formal 
inquiry could only be a repetition of the 
other. True, there were aomo new wit- 
neeaes, who, though 'apparently undis 
covered before^ bad somehow been ad- 
jacent, and had heard and seen just the 
right thing, "only that and nothing 
more." Thia, however, is nothing to 
me. 

The public of Victoria is very like any 
other public — apt to judge by appear 
ances— apt periiapa to jumpatconclus 
iona, but exceedingly capable in the long 
run of forming a shrewd and sound judg- 
ment. AVith regard to my son, we stand 
or fall together. My testimony, aa well 
aa hie, is contradicted and impugned 
Contradicted by Chief Sheppard and De- 
tective Perdue. And I Bay, these men 
and I can easily be judged— we walk the 
streets together — we carry everywhere 
the marks of our character — we pass our 
lives among you — judge — by all means — 
it there he a lie — and there is undoubt- 
edly a lie, told and sworn to.

CHEAP MONEY. 

To niE Editor'.— Your editorial of 
yesterday imbues me with a desire to fly 
to print. 

Your article is a good one, inasmuch 
na it aots one to thinking about what 
you call " lack of correct busineaa prin- 
ciples " on the part of farmera. 

Now, sir, let a man undoratand buai- 
Dosa principles never ao well, unless he 
has a fulcrum on which to rest his lever, 
depend upon it he will never move the 
world i but, my dear air, give him a ful- 
crum in the shape of an overdraft up to 
50 per cent, of the value of his crop at 
haivesb time, and he will furniBb the 



lever with which to Bwing hia crop, 
makia some money for himflelf and give 
the people generally the benefit of lower 
rates for hia produce. 

Aa things are at present— always have 
been and possibly always will be-^the 
majority of cen who engage In agricul- 
ture are men of small mean8;\thejrv:ao 
not understand banking (for that mat- 
ter, who outside of a banker does?), they 
simply plod olong, toiling incessantly to 
secure a crop, which, when it arrives, 
calls for capital to handle same - a thing 
which they do not posseaa. Then comes 
the ctisis— money tliov must have or 
the whole year's work is lost, and Mr. 
keen, shrewd iniddle-niau, who sows 
not, neither does ho reap (excepting 
other men's crops), steps in and eays : 
" I will give you so much for your crop 
on the wharf, and to make it busineaa- 
liko here ia no much on account." He 
buys at hia own hguro, atorea, and when 
the market is right aells at hia own 
price— makes at leaet decent profits, 
whilst the poor devil "of a farmer goes 
right to work and repeats for next year 
what he haa done this. 

Briefly, for a remedy: Let tno gov- 
ernment establish warebouBes, receive 
roD3, advance to the producer up to 50 
per cent, of the value of his crop at har- 
vest time, on his warehouse receipts, 
charging a reasonable interest for the 
money, recouping themselves out of 
sales when the farmer has it to sell, and 
the farmera will neither aak nor want 
their homes to bo encumbered with 
mortgages, the government will bo con- 
ferring a great blesaing upou a patient, 
hard-working portion of the community 
and deriving increased revenue from a 
vastly greater amount of improved lauds 
than are at present assessable.

KLONDIKERS NOT ACCEPTED. 

Provincial Grand Lodge of Uie A. O. U. W, 
Takes an Important Stand Relative 
to Insnrance. 

Save for the non-representation of a 
few lodges, the seventh annuel seasion of 
grand otiicera of the A. O. U. W., held in 
Nanaimo, would have gone on record aa 
having been fully attended. A'^ictoria'a 
representatives returned home yesterday 
well satisfied with the result of the pre- 
vious few days' proceedings, which from 
a public point of view were important, 
chiefly in the discountenancing by the 
order of all applications for inrMr.'nco by 
those going to the i'ukon countrv. The 
society's stand in thia matter haa 
been prompted by the action that 
all inaurance 'comoaniea have already 
taken. There ia loo much risk involved 
in accepting applicatio»a from Klon- 
dikers, thinks the society and these 
companies, and therefore the meeting 
just concluded waa a unit in deciding to 
refuse all rieks of this nature. Accord- 
ingly the grand inaeter workroaa waa 
instructed 10 warn all subordinate 
lodges against admittins applicanta 
known to be going to the North coun> 
try. 

A few changes were ell'ected in the con- 
stitution, but the irrievious question of 
classilied asseaaments was not broached. 
The financial condition of the order was 
reported to be on a satiefactory basis. 
The election of Grand oflicers resulted 
as follows: G.M. Workman, A. Stew- 
art, Victoria; G. Foreman, E.J.Salmon, 
Victoria (re-elected) ; G. Overseer, A. M.

J. E. Cluircli ; Supreme liepresentativea, 
A. E, Woods (New Westniinater), J. E. 
Ctiurch and J. T. Mcllmoylu (Victoria). 

The conunitteo on finance appointed 
were J. E. Church, Wm. Scowcroft, Vic- 
toria, and J. Hiibert, Vanaimo. Tlie 
committee on laws appointed were H. 
Hoy, New Westminater, and D. C. Web- 
ber and R. D. Featherstonbangb, Van- 
couver.

F&BNUU MONEY JN SPAIN. 

Paris Bankers Fromlslns Furtlier Assist- 
ance Only on Condition of Special 
Security. 

Nkw York, March 11. — A special to 
the World from Madrid says: Senor 
Leon Castillo, the Spanish ambassador, 
haa returned to Madrid, ostensibly on a 
short leave of absence to look after hia 
personal private affairs, bat in official 
and diplomatic circles it ia generally be- 
lieved that he came to enlighten the 
Spanish governtnent of the present dia- 
position of I'aria banks and liiianciors to- 
wards Spain. It ia an open secret that 
thoeo financial intereata, backed by 
French diplomacy and the French cab- 
inet seem much embarrasaed and hurt 
by the critical state of Spanish linancea. 

The rise of foreign exchanges, the de- 
cline of trade and other circumatances 
consequent upon colonial wars, affect 
the condition of the Spanish railway 
com panies and other enterprises in which 
French capital is largely invested. 
Therefore very strong influences have 
been brought to bear upon the Madrid 
government to promise Bomethibg brave 
next parliament in the way of law as- 
sistance to railway companies. In con- 
sideration of compliance with these de- 
mands of Uie French bankers and capi- 
taliats, Spain ia prcniieed the support of 
the Paris money market in negotiating 
a large loan, to be guaranteed, however, 
by the revenuis of her tobacco mohopbly;
